Ahead of Last Year’s Mark 


By The Associated Press 
More than 3,000 new polio 
cases this month have boosted the 
nation’s total for this year over 
11,000, 


An Associated Press survey 
through August 6 showed that 
the number of cases in 1949 was 
running roughly 4,000 ahead of 
that for the same date in 1948. 

Judged solely by case figures, 
the polio situation looks more 
alarming than it really is, health 
authorities pointed eut. They said 
that a greater percentage of polio 
cases are recognized and reported 
each year, and that many of the 
added proportion are so mild they 
would have been diagnosed as. a 
cold in the head a few years ago. 

Also, many local health offi- 


cers reported a slackening off in 
new case reports. And it was’ not- 
ed that this year’s polio season de- 


veloped several weeks earlier than 
is usual. 


The Aug. 9 survey showed eight 
states had reported more than 500 
cases since the first of the year. 
They were Arkansas 577, 'Califor- 
nia 626, Illinois 720, Michivan 569, 
Missouri 597, New York 1:110, 
Oklahoma 592, and Texas’ 1;339.

lift Trailer 
Rent Controls 
In California 


Rent controls have been lifted 
from all trailers and trailer spaces 
in California, it was announced 
by Ward Cox, western regional 
housing expediter. 

Cox said the action was ord- 
ered on his recommendation by 
National Housing Expediter Tighe 
Woods in Washington, after a 
survey by the western regional 
staff showed That the demand for 
this type of housing accommoda- 
tion has been reasonably met in 
California, ° 

Cox explamned that the federal 
law required the housing expe- 
diter to end rent control whenever 
and wherever the need for them 
appears to have passed. 

“Such a condition appears to 
have been reached among perma- 
nent trailer accommodations in 
California,” Cox said. Transient 
trailers and trailer spaces were 
exempted from control under the 
1949 rent law. 





Vacancies 


“Surprisingly,” he continued, 
“in most areas the vacancy fac- 
tor appears confined almost en- 
tirely to lower priced accommo- 
dations with the higher | priced 
deluxe parks well filled. This is 
the exact reverse of the situation 
prevailing in the rental housing 
and apartment field, where va- 
cancies at reasonable prices are 
virtually non-existent, while those 
that are available are completely 
beyond the ability of the majority 
of the public to pay. 

“We shall continue to watch 
the trailer housing situation care- 
fully, and if rents for trailer and 
trailer spaces begin to climb un- 
reasonably, we stand ready to 
put controls back. I do not look 
for a run-away market, however, 
in view of the large vacancy fac- 
tor now existing,” he said.
